Helping  hands,

the  track  on  April  20  for  Westminster's 
fifth  annual  Relay  for  Life.  Relay  for 
Life  is  one  Alpha  Sigma's 
philanthropies,  and  was  started  five 
years  ago  after  Westminster  professor 
Peter  Macky  passed  away  from 
cancer.

Throughout  the  day,  other  activities  such  as 
clowns,  a  helicopter,  food,  tie-dyeing  shirts, 
and  a  DJ  helped  to  pass  the  twelve  hours  of 
awareness.

YEARS 


With  a 
rich  history,  one 
that  began 
in  1852, 
Westminster  celebrated  its  150 
birthday  this  year.  As  one  of  the  first 
colleges  to  grant  degrees  to  women, 
the  first  United  Presbyterian  college, 
this  small  liberal  arts  school  has  seen 
many  changes.  Beginning  with  20  enrolled 
students  in  1852  and  1,600  in  2002, 
Westminster  remains  rich  in  tradition. 

On  January  2 1 ,  Westminster  kicked  off 
its  1 50th  birthday  celebration  in  Orr  Auditorium. 
CPC  members  organized  the  birthday  bash  and 
decorated  Orr  with  purple,  green,  and  blue 
balloons.  Activities  included  hypnotist  Tom 
Deluca's  performance  and  President 
Williamson's  distribution  of  free  sesquicentennial 
buttons  at  the  door.  Students  could  also  make 
photo  snow  globes  and  take  antique  photos. 
After  the  kickoff,  fireworks  exploded 


over  Brittain  Lake 
while  Sound 
Adjustment,  a 
student  band, 
performed.  "It  was 
a  lot  of  work  to 
plan  the  party,  and 
it  was  nice  to  see 
how  well  the 
students  responded,"  Evanoski  said.  "I  don't 
think  there  could' ve  been  a  better  way  to  start 
the  celebration." 

Since  January,  the  birthday  theme  has 
been  apparent  on  campus  with  everything 
from  commemorative  Christmas  ornaments  to 
Westminster  cookbooks.  Junior  Abby 
Wessel,  member  of  the  Sesquicentennial 
planning  committee,  said  "I  feel  privileged  to 
be  on  the  committee,  because  it  allows  me  to 
take  part  in  such  an  eventftil  and  important 
time  in  our  college's  history."
